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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the outer sleeve creates a 
seal as it swells and presses against the formation, which is not possible with Kilaas. However this argument is not persuasive since it 
presents limitaitons that are more limiting than the claim language. Furthermore, the aassertion that the swellable material solves the 
problem of improving the seal between the formation and the wellbore device is not found in the specification. Thus applicant's argument 
is more limited than the claims and the specification.
